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A decision whether to give 
two murder suspects n ini- 
tional television forum to 
talk about the P.i* 
Hearst kidnaping w is tl.*- 
terred until Monday hv Gm- 
tra Com a county 
Superior Court Judge Sam 
Hall yesterday. 

The television broadcast is 
a demand of the lerrori: l 
Symbinnese Liberation 
Army, which is holding Miss 
Hearst and b<r claimed the 
murder suspects as two if 
its “soldiers.” 

The two men. Joseph Re- 
miro and Russell Little, 
stood in shackles .rs Judge 
Hall discuss* ed the proponed 
television broadcast »v i • ti 
their attorneys. The men arc 
accused in Contra Costa 
county' of the attempted 
murder of a policeman, and 
are charged in Alameda 
county with the slaying of 
Marcus Foster. Oakland 
school superintendent. 

Deputy Public Dqfdnder 
John Bain, representing Lit- 
tle in the Contra C os t a 
county case, said the tele- 
cast would last about “five 
or ten minutes.” with each 
of the men reading a state- 
ment. 

The statement would deal 
with '‘their conditions of 
confinement,” a mysterious 
dicussion thRt Little and R e- 
miro had February 21 wiLh 
State Corrections Director 
Ray Procunier, and some 
"suggestions to aid in the re- 
lease of Patricia Hear.it.” 

William Cagen, of Dan- 
ville. attorney for Remiro. 
Mid that the suggestions 
would be “very calm, very 
thoughtful and very non- 
inflammatory.” 

The court action was prob- 
ably without precedent in 
California, and officially was 
in the form of a ‘request for 
advisement” by the two 
lawyers.

nol to proceed with it. 

They also askedif ibev 
would ge held in contemot of 
court if the court fortrule 
them to go on with l lie plan 
and they carried it nut :m».

sures, I cannot allow tlno.e 
pressures to get into tins 
case.” Judge Hall said.

California and the defend- 
ants in this ca>e are project- 
ed under, law,” 

The defense lawyer- tui- 
phasized that the television 
statements would not touch 
•upon the charges pending 
! against the men in Contra 
Cost* or Alameda counties 

“You have the rigid to 

protect the First rmendment 
rights of the defendants.” 
Bain argued “If they were 
at liberty today they would 
be free to approach the me- 
dia. Alt were asking Is that 
they be able to talk about 
matters that are not under 
consideration by this court.”
